Monday, Oct. 24, is a day that senior 
Fran Bates will always remember. Bates 
was a victim in a potentially deadly 
crash that took place in front of the cam- 
pus at the intersection of Youree Drive 
and Millicent Way. 

She does not recall much, like what 
happened to her before and during the 
crash, but she does remember being 
scared. 

“The first question I asked was if 
everyone was OK,” said Bates. “Then I 
felt shock.” 

Bates said that what made her feel 
better was her faith in God and know- 
ing that everything happens for a rea- 
son, saying that, “I had to trust in that 
and keep going.” 

Students may think this can’t hap- 
pen.to them, but it can. Even though ac- 
cidents in the parking lots and 
intersections are not occurring ona dai- 
ly basis, students are still at risk. Ac- 


cording to University Police Chief Larry, 


LaBorde, letters have been written to 
the state government about the condi- 
tions of the intersection at Youree Drive. 
He also mentioned that the cost of re- 
configuring the intersection would cost 
millions. 

LaBorde offered some tips to keep 
these incident numbers even lower. In 
reference to the Youree Drive intersec- 
tion in front of the campus there are 
four situations students should be 
aware of. The first is to watch for cars 
traveling south on Youree Drive that 
make U-turns to go north. Students 
turning into the campus are prime tar- 
gets for this risky maneuver. 

The second situation is when stu- 
dents are headed south on Youree Drive 
and need to turn left to get onto the 
campus, LaBorde said not to make the 
mistake of assuming the nearest traffic 
is going to turn. What students can trust 
is the green arrow that appears a little 
after the light turns green. This will pre-

vent vehicles from being side swiped. 

Those students and faculty headed 
south on Youree Drive know how dan- 
gerous it is to make a left turn leaving 
the campus. The best thing to do is turn 
right on Youree Drive and find the next 
intersection that will allow a safe turn. 

According to LaBorde, there is a 
rough estimate of 4 to 5 minor fender 
benders a month. The LSUS parking lots 
are "probably safer than any other park- 
ing lot," said LaBorde. 

In terms of the parking lots, LaBor- 
de commented that having the driver’s 
vision obscured is the main cause of 
most fender benders. This can easily be 
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@ cause for concern 


prevented by not backing into parking 
spaces. Other reasons behind this regu- 
lation are so officers can see parking 
stickers, to prevent damage to other ve- 
hicles and to eliminate the issue of 
whether a vehicle is backed up enough. 

When it comes to the traffic coming 
in and out of the parking lot, Sgt. Rod- 
ney Christian, a university police offi- 
cer, said that students should know a 
few rules for these situations as well. 
Students have the right of way when 
they are already at the intersection be- 
fore another car comes up and if they 
are coming into the parking lot off of the 
street. In any other situation, yield to 
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the other car. Christian said students 
would not have to worry "if they go the 
5 mph in the parking lot."

No need for alarm 
over missing fire hoses

Students who have been in 
Bronson Hall lately may have 
noticed the missing fire hoses 
from the fire boxes located 
within the building. 

LSUS Facility Services re- 
moved the fire hoses after they 
were advised to do so during a 
recent inspection. 

The hoses were removed 
because hoses of that nature 
have to be tested periodically 
to make sure they can with- 
stand the flowing pressure of 
the city fire trucks. There was 
also simply no need for the 
hoses because the fire depart- 
ment brings in its own equip- 
ment. 

The representative from 
the Louisiana State Fire Mar- 
shall's office who inspected 
Bronson Hall informed Facility 
Services of this and suggested 
they remove the hoses, Fire ex- 
tinguishers are also periodical- 
ly tested and are located in 
various places of the building 
in case of a fire. 

"The first thing a person 
would need to do in the case of 


a fire would be to alert people 
of the fire’s existence, and then 
try and contain the fire by ei- 
ther shutting the door if the fire 
is in a room or by use of a fire 
extinguisher," said Elmer A. 
Tingler, assistant director of Fa- 
cility Services. "When putting 
out a fire with a fire extinguish- 
er, hit the base of the fire with a 
sideways manner and fan the 
fire from side to side." 

Tingler also felt the hoses 
gave people a false sense of se- 
curity since the hoses served 
the building little purpose. 

"I noticed the boxes were 
empty and wondered why they 
were empty,” said Katie Wat- 
son, freshman biochemistry 
major. “It eases my mind to 
know that their being empty is 
not a bad thing.” 

Bronson Hall is not 
equipped with an in-house 
sprinkler system like some of 
the other buildings on campus. 
If there were ever a fire in Bron- 
son Hall, students, staff and 
faculty would be asked to evac- 
uate immediately and wait for 
the Shreveport Fire Depart- 
ment to take over. 


Life Share Blood Center will 
conduct a blood drive with a 
goal of at least 15 blood dona- 
tions. 

St. Catherine's Health Ser- 
vices will offer free mammo- 
grams at the clinic for women 
over 40. Nurses and doctors 
from The Foot Institute will 
perform mini consultations be- 
hind a screened-off area for pri- 
vacy. 

The Kinesiology Health 
and Sport Science Club, under 
the supervision of Jesse DeMel- 
lo, associate professor of Kine- 
siology and Health Science, 
will do testing on health and 
physical abilities. The club will 
test resting blood pressure, 
height, weight and body com- 
position. They will also test aer- 


obic ability, strength and 
flexibility. 
DeMello said he hopes that 


many students are concerned

participate in the LSUS health 
fair. 

"lL hope that students par- 
ticipate with all of the health 
fair," said DeMello. "I hope stu- 
dents take advantage and bene- 
fit from the fair." 

Klimiuk said the health fair 
will meet an important need on 


campus. 

"Most campuses have 
health fairs," said Klimiuk. 
"There isn't too much available 
on campus to provide informa- 
tion on health and wellness. 
The only things LSUS has are 
wellness education classes once 
a month. LSUS needed this 
fair.”

The First Assembly of God Church in Florence, Ala., 
has agreed to discontinue its practice of swallowing 
live goldfish as part of its Fear Factor ministry.

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Pioneer Day brings history to lite

On Saturday the LSUS Pioneer 
Heritage Center sponsored their 
9th Annual Pioneer Day. Pioneer 
Day consists of many events that 
show the early settlers of north 
Louisiana. 

“{Pioneer Day] is a chance to 
bring awareness to the pioneer 
center and also showcase the local 
artists,” said Marty Young, assis- 
tant director of the pioneer her- 
itage center. 

Pioneer day gives visitors a 
chance to see where early pioneers 
came from and how they lived. 
During the event visitors had a 
chance to examine their names 
and see if they are of Scottish de- 
scent and to learn many things 
about Scottish culture. 

“Forty percent of the South ‘s 
settlers descended from Scotland,” 
said Joyce Allison, demonstrator 
of the Scottish heritage. 

There were also demonstra- 
tions of Scottish dress and back- 
ground history about the kilt. 

Visitors were also shown how 
pioneers lived by Jerry Summerall, 
graduate student at LSUS, and 
Glen Pettiet who portrayed a 
Texas Ranger named Jubal Pear- 
son. Summerall gave a tour of the 
Thrasher house which is a log 
dogtrot. Pettiet gave demonstra- 
tion of survival skills such as start- 
ing a fire, making a bullet and 
procuring survival gear. 

There were also demonstra- 
tions of the Civil War with partici- 
pants portraying Union and 
Confederate soldiers. One demon- 
stration was an 1859 United States 
10-pound parrot cannon which 
was fired once an hour, 

“Events like pioneer day give 
a chance to talk about history be- 
cause it has a bad habit of repeat- 
ing itself,” said Skipper Barnard, 
great grandson of General John 
Barnard. 

There were also many other 
demonstration like quilting, wood 
carving, flint knapping and black- 
smithing. 

The Director of the Pioneer 
Heritage Center, Dr. Marguerite 
Plummer, was very pleased with 
the event and said, “We get a 
chance to tell our history and the 
children are put in touch with 
their own heritage.”

A 40th Anniversary Tribute 
to The Beatles’ Rubber Soul 


Chances are if you're a band, you've cov- 
ered a Beatles song, It’s okay. I think a prereq- 
uisite for starting a band is picking a random 
Beatles song to cover at the ends of shows for 
the whole faked impromptu encore thing. . 

This track-by-track indie-rock celebra- 
tion of the Beatles second album "Rubber 
Soul" is an overall success for casual Beatles 
listeners and those unfamiliar with the band 
who won't have reservations about the mate- 
rial being emulated in the first place. And 


with it's wide variety of respectable musi- 
cians, it may even be worth a listen for those 
who revere the group. 

Now let's take a little time out for a 
minute for modern music listeners (read: 
complete tools) glancing at this and thinking 
they're not interested in the Beatles. | know 
you're telling yourself, "I don't know these 
songs.” You say, "That's old people music. I 
listen to Audioslave," or whatever crap you 
come up with to cope with being a musically 
ignorant bastard. 

Making it through this whole album 
without recognizing a single song would be 
like not recognizing "Thriller" or "Stairway to 
Heaven.” 

You know these songs, whether you've 
listened to them before or not — they're un- 
avoidable. And if you haven't, try giving the 
entire Slipknot catalog you've had on repeat 
since graduating high school a rest, and pick 
up a Beatles album or something. I'm not say- 
ing you have to love it, but they kind of 
shaped the sound of modern music so try to 
show a little bit of respect. 

And it's exactly that respect these cover- 
ing artists have for the Beatles that leaves the 
listener with two very different kinds of 
covers: the spot on imitation and the fresh 
take on a familiar thing. 

The disc opens with a faithful, pleasant 
and cowbell-filled cover of "Drive My Car" 
by the Donnas who stay strictly within the 
song's original lines. 


A more original cut is Low's minimal 
take on "Nowhere Man," which is true to the 
band's characteristic style as is Ben Kweller's 
typical and enjoyable version of "Wait." 

The always impressive Ted Leo and the 
Pharmacists serve up a percussive palm- 
mute driven adaptation of "I'm Looking 
Through You" that energetically pops 
through the changes of pace. 

Ben Lee's weak rendition of "In My Life" 
is surprisingly horrible, and if you happen to 
download the Fiery Furnaces’ clumsy cover 
of "Norwegian Wood,” you should save your- 
Self three minutes of suffering and send it 
straight to the Recycle Bin. 

While some of the drastic deviations 
from the fundamentals of the Beatles’ origi- 
nal tunes don't work so well (I'm still on the 
fence about Ben Harper's reggae-infused take 
on “Michelle") the easily most unique ap- 
proach is taken by Sufjan Stevens, who rather 
than cover the song creates a Sujfan Stevens 
"Illinois"-worthy track, keeping only the 
lyrics of the original. 

No matter how you feel about the Beat- 
les (I wouldn't exactly say I'm a fan), this cov- 
er album is a pretty safe bet that should offer 
even the pickiest listeners a few tracks worth 
holding onto. 

While it's certainly no classic, it's a satis- 
fying listen and almost up there with the "I 
Am Sam" soundtrack as far as being a good 
way to introduce a whole new generation to 
the last century's most important band. 


Derrick: Before we begin, thank you to 
everyone who likes and supports our re- 
views. For those who haven't liked them 
from the beginning, you sure as hell aren't 
going to like this one either, so stop now. 
Go find something more worthy of your 
time.

Derrick: Now that that's out of the way, 
man was this ever a disturbing movie. 


Chris: It was much better than the first 
"Saw." I will give it that much. 


Derrick: Since I never saw the first "Saw," | 
can't compare the two. All I know is that 
the director went to exceptional lengths to 
unveil Jigsaw's psychotic nature in this 
film. 


Chris: The director did a bang up job but 
the acting could have been better, except 
for Donnie Wahlberg. It was very gory 
and psychotic. 


Derrick: I thought the acting was spot-on 
for the most part. The actors exerted an in- 
credible amount of energy and emotion 
into their characters. The drug dealer was 
a little too over the top, though. 


Chris: Yeah, but he was crazy as hell and 
brutal to the core. The things he did to 
some of those people were awesome. 


Derrick: Another thing I appreciated was 
the various camera tricks used throughout 
the movie. The amount of creativity in 
some of the shots was astounding. They 
were real sporadic and twitchy at some 
points. 


Chris: I thought you didn’t like it when the 
camera and stuff was all jumpy. But I liked 
it too. The cinematography really brought 
out the sadistic intentions of the film. 


Derrick: This was different. It was frantic 
yet smoothly executed. I especially en- 
joyed the scene where the drug dealer was 
trying to get the number off the back of his 
dome. How sick was that? 


Chris: Pretty nasty. Since I'm a big horror 
movie fan I also really liked the blood and 
make up effects.
